Toward the Eaſt Quarter of the ſaid City is a 
ſtately Cathedral Church, dedicated to the Honour 
of St. Peter, within which Circuit (before the Bi- 
ſhoprick was tranſlated from Crediton hither) were 
Three Religious Houſes,one of them was an Houſe 
for Monks, ſuppoſed to be Founded by King Ehe 
dred; Another was for Women, commonly called 
Moni ales or Nuns, which is now the Calende: -vay, 
and the Dean's Houſe (both which were by Biſhop 
Leofrick added and united to the faid Cathedral 
Church ;) The Third was alſo an Houſe for 
Monks of the Order of St. Benner, and originally 
Founded by King Atheiſt an, Anno Domini 932. 
And tis that part of the ſaid Church formerly cal- 
led our Lady's Chappel, being then dedicated to 
the Bleſſed Virgin Mary; And of late, ſc. 9 Car. 2. 
1657. (through the Munificence of Robert Viluain 
Doctor in Phyſick, and a Native of this City) con- 
verted into a Library; All which ſaid Monks 
were from hence ſent up, and ſettled at Veſt minſter, 
from whom ('tis thought) that place took its de- 
nomination. © 

In this Church are two very fair Towers ſtand- 
ing as it were in the midſt, dividing the higher 
— from the lower; In that of the North was 

ately a Cage of four ſmall broken Bells out of 
uſe, as alſo a Clock Bell called Peter's Bell, freely 
beſtowed upon the ſaid Church by Perer C wreney, 
ſometimes Biſhop thereof, the ſame weighing 
twelve thouſand and five hundred Pounds weight, 
with a very fair Clock and Dial, diſcovering the 
courſe of the Sun and Moon, who at his own pro-

Eſcheated, and Commandment then given to the 
Treaſurer of the ſaid Church, for anſwering the 
ſame at all demands. 

In the Quire of the ſaid Church, is remarkable 
the Epiſcopal Chair or Seat there erected by Bi- 
ſhop Booth, a very ſum s, high and admirable 
work; This Church's building was not opus wnius 
ſæculi, but from time to time being enlarged, and 
at length thoroughly perfected by the Contributive 
endeavours of fundry worthy ſucceſſive Bithops 
and Benefactors, and was from its firſt foundation 
in the Reign of King Arheiſtan, Anno Domini 
932. to the perfect finiſhing thereof, which was ſo 
done by Biſhop Grandiſen 43. Ed. 4 Anno Dom. 
ni 1369. Four hundred thirty and ſeven Years, 
yet is the ſame ſo uniformly compacted, as if the 
whole had been built by one Man, and done in an 
inſtant of time. 

In the higheſt part of the Hill whereon this City 
ſtandeth, being the North Eaſt part thereof, is the 
Caſtle, vul ns called Mons rugoſus, Or Rig mont, 
of the red Farth (ſay ſome) whereon tis built; 
which Hiſtory doth report to be ſo done by Fulius 
Ce2/ar,in the Fiftieth Year before Chriſt's Incarna- 
tion, famous for its Antiquity and Situation, com- 
manding the whole City and Territory round about, 
and hath a very pleaſant proſpe& to the Southeſea, 
The Scat ſometimes of the eſt Saxon Kings, then 
of the Earls of Conwal; It now alone ſheweth 
the Fragments of the ancient Buildings ruinated, 
whereon time (which is edax verum) hath too 
much Tyrannized, within the Site whereof is 4 
Chappel built by the Lady E/izabeth de Fortibus, 
then Counteſs of Devon, whereunto ſhe gave cer- 
tain Lands, called the Prebend of Hayes, and the 
Prebend of Curton, for certain weekly Services 
there to be dyly performed. Therein is alſo an 
Houſe for the Judges of the Circuit to keep the 
Aſſizes, and the Juſtices of the County to — 
their general Quarter Seſſions of the Peace, 
the Sheriff his Sture Court.

At the lower end of this City without the 

Prolemy Walls thereof, fleeteth a long ſtately River for- 
merly called Jſaca or Iſea, now Exe, which hath 
his Head or Spring in a certain Deſart or Moor, 
commonly called Exmoer, diſtant hence about four 
and twenty Miles, and floweth into the main Sea. 

Burden Another learned Hiſtorian writing hereof faith, 
That the River Iſca (fo termed of the Britains) 
was mentioned by Prolemy + The Engliſh Saxons 
call it Exe, it cometh cloſe to the ſaid City, and 
leaveth thereunto its Name, whereupon Alexander 
Neckham (ſometime Prior of St. Nicholas within 
this City) thus writeth in his Pogn of divine 
Sapience. 5

This City is the only Emporium,or principal or- 
nament of the Weſt, which hath been named di- 
verſly by diverſe Nations, 'The Britains called it 
Caeris, Caer with them ſignifying a City, as Ca 
ſalem, that is, a City of Peace; Ir hath alſo the 
appellation of Caer-ruch, of the red foil (as tis 
Gn" whereon * Troy likewiſe — | 
was termed Pencaer, that is a or princi 
City: The Engliſh Saxons called it Exanceſter, 
Ceſter being a common addition impoſed by the 
Romans upon places that had Caſtles, in imitation 
of whom the Saxons continued that Name, until for 
many Monaſteries here erected, and multitude ok 
Monks, it won the Name of Monkton : And fi- 

nally it obtained the Name of Exeter, from the 
aforeſaid River of Exe : |

1. That this City hath been often infeſted with 
Hoſtility, none bur ſuch as are unacquainted with 
Hiſtory, can be ig orant ; Firſt, 1 find it begirt 
with the Forces of Veſpaſian, General unto Clau- 
dins the Roman Emperour, whereof an old Au- 
thor thus writes. — Veſpatianus cum Exercitu Re- 
mano Civitatem nunc vocatam Exeter ofto diebus 
obſedit, ſed minime pravaluit ; Arvirago Rege Civi- 
bus anxilium tunc preſtante, Anno Domini 49, 

2, The Danes arriving out of Norway, in the 
mouth of the River Exe, bent their fury againſt 
this City (whoſe Trenches towards the North yet 
remaim viſible as ſo many 3 of their 
Siege) but the ſame was ſtoutly defended, and the 
Enemy repulſed with much ſhame and infamy, 
which was in the Reign of Alpbred King of the 
WWeft-Saxen;, Anno Domini 875, whereof an 
Hiſtorian ſays thus — Exercitus Danorum a Wa - 
tham nofte quadam feedere dirupto ad Exanceſter 
ſe diverterint, quod Britannice dicitur i 
audito Regis adventu ad puppes fugerunt. | 

3. Hiſtories report, that a Battle was fought a 
Pinhos (a place ur two Miles diſtant from this 
City) againſt the Dames, Anno Domini 1001. who 
beſieged this City with great fury, and were as 
1 withſtood, at length (by the power and 
help of the County of Devon) the Citizens fallied 


out 
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out, and encountred the Enemy in their Camp, 


where the fight was cruel, and the ſlaughter great, 
and being diſcomfired, they departed with Igno- 
miny ; The Danes alledge two principal Cauſes 
that provoked them to attempt the Conqueſt of 
this Kingdom, whereof (one for the rarity) I may 
not omit. | 


Leth brook alias L- thbreech, a Noble-man of Roy- 8 fe. 


al Blood amongſt the Danes, flying his Hawk nigh 
the Sea-ſhore, together with her game fell into 
the Sea,which to ſave he took a Boat, and with the 
violence of the Tempeſt ſuddenly arifing, was dri- 
ven into England, at a place called K dam in 
Norfolk, from whence he was brought unto the 
King, unto whom he declared his Birthandadven- 
ture, and for his skill in Hawking (wherein he ex- 
celled) was by the King kindly entertained , 
' wherear Beric (the King's Falconer) being much 
troubled with envy, and obſerving time to ſingle 
out Lechbrook, in fine; — 8 in a Wood, 
hoſe Body was diſcovered by a Spaniel Dog, and 
' Beric of the Fact ſuſpected, and afrerwards con- 
victed thereof, was adjudged to be put into Leet- 
'brook's Boat, and ſo committed to the Mercy of the 
Sea; but the Fates thus decreed, That Beric (a 
ſtrange accident) was driven on the Coaſt of Dex 


mark, near the place where Lethöroo put forth, | 


and the Boat being known, Beric was examined 


what became of Lezcbbrook, who treacherouſly ac» - 


cuſed Edmond King of the Eaſt Angles of the 
Fact, whereof the Daniſh Ki ( lad of the oc- 
caſion) raiſed an Army, and made ä there- 
of Hunguar and Hubba the two Sons of Letbbrook, 
whom (the rather to encourage to revenge) their 
Siſters wrought with their Needles in an Enſign 
the proportion of a Raven, which from thence» 
forth they did bear as no ſmall ſign of their good 
luck, yet carried they that ominous Banner not 
long unconquered, the ſame being in a ſhort ſpace 

(wich many of their lives) loſt. 
This Hubba in the Days of Alphred the Saxon 
Monarch landed at 4 ppledore, a maritime Town

faid, and to this day commonly known by the 
name of M/hiblcfton.

And at laſt through 
much difficulty, were relieved by the courage and 
valour of George Lord Ruſſel, whom the King ſent 
down as General of an Army for their deliverance, 
by whom the Enemy was uiſhed, and on the 
Sixth day of Auguſt, in the ſecond Year of the 
Reign of King Edward the Sixth, Annoque Or- 
mini 1549. the Gates of the my were again 0- 
pened.

| II hath ever been the Cuſtom of all perſons - 


whatſoever, when they come to die, to declare 
themſelves in order to the ſatisfaction of the 


World, whether they be guilty of the Facts of 


which they ſtand charged. The crime for which I 
am now to die is High Treaſon (as tis faid) E 
cannot deny but that I was at S»uchmol:on in this 
County, but whether my being there, or my Acti- 
ons amount fo high a crime as High Treaſon, I 
leave to the Law and World to judge; If I were 
conſcious of any baſe end in rhis my undertaking, 
I would not be fo injurious to my own Soul, or dife 
ingenous to you as not to make a publick acknow- 
aigner thereof. I ſuppoſe that divers perſ 
as they are byaſſed by their ſeveral intereſts 
Relations, will give their opinion to the World 
— us ; Tis impoſſible therefore to ex- 
— my ſelf in thoſe particulars, as not to expoſe 
my Judgment and Reputation to others on a 
breach of Charity concerning me or my Actions, 
I thought fit to decline all Diſcourſe which may 
give them a capacity either to injure my ſelf ar 
cauſe, My Trial was Publick, Ho le, and 
Eminent, my ſeveral Examinations (I believe 
will be produced when I am in my Grave, I will 
refer you therefore to my firſt Tryal, which I am 
ſure ſome of you heard, and to the latter, which 
many of you in good time may ſee ; Had Captain 
Crook done himſelf and us that ri it that a Gen- 
tleman and Soldier ought to have done, I had now 


enjoyed 
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enjoyed my own right, and had not been here this 
day. I forgive the Man with all my heart, truly, he 
did us an injury by enforcing thoſe Articles u 
us, which his own Conſcience tells him he had no 
intention to perform ; but truly Gentlemen, his 
proteſting againſt thoſe Articles which he himſelf 
with ſo many proteſtations and importunities put 
upon us, hath drawn ſo much diſhonour and 
Blood upon his Head, that I fear ſome heavy Judg- 
ment will purſue him. Although he been 
falſe to us, 1 pray God, I do not prove a true Pro- 

het to him. I am very glad that ſome of our 
ve enjoyed the benefit of his Articles, though 

am thereof deprived, albeit I drew them with my 
own hand, thus much I am obliged to fay for the 
honour of the Soldiery, who have been ſo far 
from the breaking of any Articles given to others, 
that they have rather bettered them than other- 
wiſe, Tris now my misfortune to be made a Pre- 
cedent and an example together, but I will not do 
the Protector ſo much injury, as to load him with 
this diſhonour, ſeeing that I have been informed 
that he would haye made good our Conditions, if 
Crook that gave them, had not abjured them ; 
This is not a time for me to enlarge og any Subject, 
ſieeing Iam now become the ſubje& of Death my 
by lay tant, G ay SF et 6 p. 

my ought my to a parti- 
cular Juſtification = ah I could tell you of 
ſome Soldiers that are turned out of his Troop for 
defending of thoſe Conditions of ours, but let 
that paſs, and for ever hence-forward inſtead of 
Life, Liberty, and Eſtates, which we loft by not 
having the benefit of the Articles, let hanging 
drawing, and quartering, be the denomination 
Captain Crool s Articles; Nevertheleſs, I 
the Lord Protector, for that he hath indulged me 
far as to have my Head ſevered from my Body. 


Tihould now give an account of my Faith, bur 


truly Gentlemen, this poor Nation is rent into ſo 
many ſeveral opinions, as that tis impoſſible to 
give you my own, without diſpleaſing ſome of 

- _ you

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you , however, if any be ſo critical as to enquire 
of what Faith I die, it is the ſame belief of the 
Apoſtles, and of Athanaſius Creed: J have ſub- 
ſcribed, and do own the Nine and Thirty Articles 
of the Church of England. If this will not fatisfie, 
I refer my ſelf to this Reverend Dr. Shore , to 
whom I have unboſomed my ſelf as to the particu- 
lars of my Religion. And now having given you 
an Account concerning my ſelf, I hold my ſelf ob- 
liged in duty to ſome of my Friends to take off 
ſome ſuſpicion that lies upon them, I mean as to 
ſome Perſons of Honour, with whom upon my 
examination I was charged to have a correſponden- 
cy withal concerning this buſineſs, viz. The Lord 
Marqueſs of Hertford, the Marqueſs of Winchcs 
ſter and the Earl of Pembrook. 1 did then acquit 
them, and do now ſecond it with this proteſtation, 
that I never had any correſpondency with any of 
them in relation to this particular buſineſs, or in- 
deed to any that concerned the Protector or his Ge- 
vernment ; As for the Marqueſs of Wincheſter, I 
ſaw him ſome twelve Years Cock. and not later,and 
if I ſhould ſee him here preſent, I believe, I 
ſhould not know him; As for the Earl of Pen- 
brook, he was not a Man likely to whom I ſhould 
diſcover my thoughts, becauſe I know not how he 
ſtands affected. I was likewiſe examined con- 
cerning my Brother Freke,my Couſin Haſtings, and 
Mr. Dorringter, they are men of very great E- 
ſtates which may make them liable to this Inquiſi- 
tion, and endeavoured to be brought into my con- 
dition, but I do here ſo far acquit them, as to give 
the World this proteſtation, 'That I am 55 
they are as innocent as the youngeſt Child here, 
I have no more to ſay to you now, but that I am in 
Charity with all Men, and (I thank God) I can 
forgive my greateſt perſecutors, I can go on my 
bare Knees to the greateſt of my Enemies to for- 
give them; And I do freely forgive all that ever 
Fad a hand inmy Death. 1 have offered the Pro- 
tector good ſecurity for my future demeanour, as 
(1 ſuppoſe) he could have expected, if he had 
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thought fit to have given me my Life; certainly, I 
thould not have been fo ungrateful as to have em- 
ployed it againſt him: I do humbly ſubmit to 
God's pleaſure, knowing that the Iſſues of Life 
and Death are in his hands, my Blood is but a ſmall 
Sacrifice: If it had been ſaved, I am ſo much a 
Gentleman, as to have given thanks to him that 
preſerved it, and ſo much a Chriſtian as to for- 
give them that take it away; but ſeeing God by 


Providence hath called me to lay it down, 1 


ſubmit to him. Death is a debt, a due debr 

by all, it is terrible to nature, but I look on it 
without terrour it pleaſed God to make me a good 
Husband, and I am now come to pay this Bebe 
before it be due; I am not aſhamed of the tauſe 
for which J die, and I hope that none of my 
Friends or Alliants will be aſhamed of it, or 'of 
the Ignominy of my Death, ſeeing it is for ſo = 
a Cauſe, I do not look upon it as the pulling down 
of my Family,but the _— it up one ſtory high- 
er. I am not fo prodigal of nature, as to throw a- 
way my Life, but have uſed all, yet none but Ho- 
nourable and honeſt means to preſerve it : Theſe 


unhappy times have been very fatal to my Family, 


wo of my Brothers flain, and my ſelf going to 

e ſlaughter, it is God's Will, and I muſt ſubmit 
to that Providence; I muſt render a due acknow- 
ledgement of the great civilities I have received 
from this City of Exeter, and from ſome Perſons of 
Quality, and for the plentiful proviſion made for 
the Priſoners, eſpecially I thank this noble Sheriff, 
for his many great favours and courteſies towards 
us, and in particular to my felf, and I deſire the 
Sheriff to preſent my due reſpe&s to the Protector, 
and alchough he had no mercy for my ſelf, yer 
that he would have reſpe& to my Family; for the 


buſineſs I now die, I look on it as an Individuum 


vag um, I know not what they mean when they afſerr 
this to be Treaſon (except they make it like the 
Wind in the Goſpel, eo b/ow where it liſtet ) know 
not to what end it may come. I pray God that my 
own, and my Brother? Blood (who is now _ 
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with me) may be the laſt. I am now ſtripping off 
myCloaths to fight a duel withDeath (and conceive 
no other duel to be lawful) but my Saviour hath 
pulled our the ſting of this mine Enemy, he made 
himſelf a Sacrifice for me. I do not account that 

Nan deſerving a drop of his Blood that will not 
ſpend all for him in a good cauſe : As I now put 
off theſe Garments of Cloth, ſo I hope I have 
off my Garments of Sin,and have put on the R 
of Chriſt's Righteouſneſs here, which will bring me 
to the enjoyment of his glorious Robes anon. I 
deſire to ſee the Axe (and he kiſſed i) ſaying, I 
am like to have a ſharp e of it, but my Sa- 
viour hath taken away the ſting of , and I 
hope he will fweeten it to me; Thus I commit my 
Soul to God myCreator andRedeemer. Look on me 
(O Lord) at my laſt gaſping, hear my Prayer, and 
the Prayers of all good People. I will cloſe with 
praying for the King, I thank thee (O God) for all 
thy diſpenſations toward me. Glory be to God on 
high, on Earth peace, and good Mill towards Men ; 
Cauſa, non pena ſeu paſſio facit Martyrem. To 
die in the defence, and for the Teſtimony of any Di-

14. King Edward the Fourth, by his Letters 
Patent, bearing date the one and twentieth Day of 
July, in the Third Year of his Reign, Anno Do- 
mini, 1463. conſtituted Nine Aldermen herein, 
beſtowed on the City, Magdalen Fair, all Felons 
Goods, with many other Privileges, and in the 
ninth Year of his Reign, Anno Domini 1469.

departure gave them a Sword to be carried before 249. ; 
the Mayor in all publick Places within the ſaid 
City, yet do not I find the Office of a Sword-bearer 
conferred on any Perſon, until King Henry the 
Seventh's time. 

15. King Richard the Third, __ likewiſe ' 
an occaſion of viſiting this City, another Purſe 
with two hundred Nobles therein, was in like 
manner preſented him as a Free Gift by the ſaid 
City, which the King kindly received, and very 
2 commended the good Government of this

16. King Henry the Seventh in the thirteenth 
Year of his Reign (marching hither to ſuppreſs 
Perkin Warbeck) whom having vanquiſhed, he 
entred the City, and lodged here certain Days in 
the Treaſurers Houſe of the Cathedral Church,and 
adjoyning to the North Tower thereof, he heartily 
thanked the Citizens for their faithful and valiant 
ſervice done againſt the Rebels, promiſed them 
the fulneſs of his favour, and (for an addition of 
honour to the ſaid City) gave them a Sword taken 
from his own ſide and alſo a Cap of Maintenance, 
commanding that for the future in all publick pla- 
ces within the ſaid City, the ſame Sword ſhould be 
born before the Mayor as formerly, as for the 
like purpoſe his noble Predeceſſor King Edward 
the Fourth had done, and rhe ſaid Cap to be worn 
accordingly, whereupon a Sword - bearer was ele- 5

twentieth Year of his Reign, by Charter made 
this City a County of it ſelf, and enlarged the 
bounds thereof, which were afterwards confirmed 
by Act of Parliament, wherein the Citizens had 
granted them freedom from Toll and' Murage,and 
withal to enjoy the ſame Cuſtoms with London in 
all things, and alſo liberty to chooſe Sheriffs yearly, 
with many other Immunities. :

coming down by Sea to view the new Citadel at 
Phmuth, and taking this City in his way h me- 
ward by Land lodged here one Night in the Dean's 
Houſe,and was very bounrifully entertained at the 
ſole charge of the City, who preſented him with 
five hundred Pounds in Gold, which his Majeſty 
graciouſly received, expreſſing much favour to- 
wards the faid City, and Knighted their Mayor Sir 
Benjamin Oliver, His Majeſties thort abode herein 
hindred the Conduits from emptying an Hogſhead 
of Wine, which was provided for that purpoſe, 
and afterwards diſpoſed of to his Majeſties Ser- 
vice; The King came hither on the Three and 
twentyeth Day of uh being Sunday about eight 
of the Clock in the Evening,aud went hence early 
the next Morning about three of the Clock, and 
rode that day to the Earl of Pembrook's Houſe ar 
Wilton to Bed, and the next Day returned to 
Whitceball, : 
The City of London being yielded up to William 
the Conqueror, he granted to the Citizens thereof 
a Charter (written in the Saen Tongue) and 
therein ratified and confirmed all their ancient u- 
ſages, liberties and cuſtoms, which Charter with 
certain new Grants were likewiſe confirmed to 
them by King Henry the-Firſt, King Richard the 
Firſt, and King John, who gave thera two Char- 
ters, all which were ſo made unto them by the 
Name of the Citizens of London, without any 
mention made of a Mayor, at which time Lon- 
don, and fo long before the Conqueſt, was go- 
verned by two Port-Reeves (that is to fay) Gover- 
nours of the City, and notwithſtanding the many 
alterations made by the ſaid William the Conque- 
rour from the Saxons to the Normans, yet this 
name of Office ſtill continued in the faid City of 
London, from the ſaid Saxon / time, to the time of 
King Richard the firſt, who in the firſt Year of his 
Reign, changed the name of Port Reeve: into the 
name of Bailifts, by which name (for as yet the 
name of a Mayor in that Ciry was not in uſe) 
they were called until the ninth Year of King

Fobn, Anno Domini 1209. as tis affirmed in the 
Chronicles. 


Fabian who was himſelf a Sheriff of London, 
and by that means moſt likely to know the truth, 


affirmeth, that there was no Mayor of London 


until the tenth Year of King Fobn, Anno Domini 
1210. 

But rather in the ſixteenth Year of that King, 
Anno Domini 1214. according to the Date of 
the King's Letters Patent, wherein he granted to 
the Citizens of London liberty to chooſe a Mayor 
yearly, who for the due execution of the faid 
Office, was to take his Corporal Oath before the 
King, as appeareth by the ſaid Letters Paten“, bear- 
in Bae the ninth Day of May in the ſixteenth 
Year aforeſaid. 

The City of Exeter being likewiſe yielded up 
to the ſaid William the Conqueror, he reſtored it 
again to the Citizens thereof to be governed by 
themſelves, as in times paſt, and e to their 


ancient uſages and Cuſtoms, which was alſo by 


Charter confirmed unto them by King Henry the 
Firſt, the Words of the ſaid Grant being (to the 
Citizens of Exeter) which was afterwards ratified 
by King Henry the Second, King Richard the Firſt, 
and then King John by his Letters Patent bearing 
date the fifteenth day of Fune, in the ſecond Year 
of his Reign, confirmed the ſame by the name of 
the Mayor and Citizens of Exerer, whereby it ap- 
peareth that in the beginning of King Fobn's Rei 
there was a Mayor in Exete,, but when, and

The Mayor was this Vear choſen upon the 
Thurſday after Aſt-wedneſ day. 

In this Vear are the firſt Records of the 
ſaid City in Parchment Rolls that can be 
found, which remain extant in the Council- 
Chamber here.

ev'n Bread for the Hungry, Cloth for the Naked, 
Salve for the Wounded, Relief for the Sick, a 
Houſe for them that are Harbourleſs, Education 
and Maintenance for the Younger, a Bank for the 
Merchant and Tradeſman in Extremity. For 
Riches are called Goods; not becauſe they make 
us 
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us good, but becauſe we may do good with 
them, if God gives us Grace and Opportu- 


nity. | 

Charity, for certain, is the Rich Man's School, 
where he ought to learn works of Mercy both in 
Heart and Hand. The Diſciples had all things 
amongſt themſelves in Common ; not by a Legal 
Community, but a'Charitable Communication: 
For Charity is Bonum - ſui diffuſivum ; not perfect, 
unleſs imparted. The Charitable Man is the beſt 
Friend to himſelf, laying up in ſtore for the Time 
to come ; for every good Work he doth, is a grain 
of Seed for Life Eternal. Read the Scripture ; 
which if you believe, put it forthwith in pra- 
Qice, and let your good Works go before you, 
that your Father's Name in Heaven may be glo-

Let me 
adviſe you to whom God hath given a greater 
meaſure of theſe Earthly Riches, to diſpenſe with 
ſome part thereof, as theſe your pious Anceſtors 
have done; for God expects it from you. Be 
not as a Poſſeſſor, but as a Steward; and know 
withal, that you muſt be accountable for the 
Poors portion before God, ** And if you love 
* Riches, Claith St. Auguſtin) put them in a Place 
* aſſured for Eternity.” Pliny ſays, That the 
** greateſt Divinity, is, to ſee a mortal Man 
** oblige his Like ;” and that is the ſhorteſt 
Way to arrive at eternal Glory. f 
The Practice of giving Alms, is ſo excellent, as 
*twill make you therein (with all Humility be it 
ſpoken ) like God himſelf ; for his Nature is, 
to Give, and to do Good; as the Fire to heat, 
and the Sun to illuminate. And Rich Men have 


a particular Obligation above others, ſeeing God 
hath choſen them to be his Stewards, Meſtengers 


of his Favours, and the Conduits of his Libera- 


lity. | 

Charity will ſtand by you, when you lie upon 
your Sick and Dying Beds; twill cover a multi- 
tude of Sins; twill be your beſt Friend at the
